SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the  Ashton  Joint  Board  and  Oldham 
Coropration.  No  new  supplies  of  water  were  acquired  during  the  year* 

The  supply  is  continuous  and  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  are  many  houses  which,  by  reason  of  their  remote  positions 
aro  not  on  the  public  supply.  These  obtain  their  water  from  springs 
and  wells  -  and  none  of  these  have  been  closed  during  the  year. 

As  the  water  supply  is  practically  in  all  cases  (both  reservoirs 
and  wells)  obtained  from  the  Millstone  Grit  formation,  it  is  soft  on 
account  of  pest,  precautions  rave  been  taken  against  its  lead 
dissolving  properties.

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting^  building 
and  housing  repair  work  carried  out,  due  to  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials . 

Water  Supplies. 

Two  houses  and  two  farms  previously  supplied  from  private 
sources  were  connected  to  a  main  piped  supply  dueing  the  year. 

No  samples  of  water  v;ere  taken  during  the  year  for 
examination. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Some  80  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  dairy  farms  and 
improvements  were  carried  out  at  several  shippons  and  dairies  in 
the  district. 

Six  samples  of  milk  were  examined  bacteriologically  and  two 
were  reported  not  satisfactory. 

Twelve  applications  for  licences  for  milk  production 
were  granted  during  the  year  and  one  application  for  a  licence  to 
sell  oasturised  milk  in  t^e  district  was  granted. 

There  were  11  licences  in  force  for  T,he  production  of 
Accredited  Milk  and  2  for  the  croduction  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 


S.Iaughterhouses . 


The  only  slaughterhouse  in  use  during  the  year  was  the 
one  at  Dobcmss,  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  which  was  closed 
in  July,  since  when  no  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  in  the 

district . 

Food  Inspection. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  food  inspection  at  the 
Government  Slaughterhouse  at  Dobcross  when  200  carcasses  of  Beef 
513  Sheep  and  Lambs,  2  pigs  and  2  Calves  were  examined. 

5  Sheep  carcasses  and  8  beef  carcasses  and  93  lbs  of  organs 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  cor. sumption.
